Police dogs are often the first to 
jump into a dangerous situation, 
and most don’t have more than 
their fur and teeth to protect 
them. 

But yesterday, Vinny, a spry 
two-year-old German shepherd, 
showed off his new ultra-light 
body armour to the media. A few 
of the other six Halifax Regional 
Police dogs have old, passed-down 
body armour, but Vinny’s vest is 
new technology and fitted just for 
him. 

“Police dogs get called for high- 
risk calls that are violent in nature, 
and we ask them to lead the way,” 
said Vinny’s partner, Const. Jamie 
Cooke. 

“It’s important they’re pro¬ 
tected the same as a police officer 
is with a ballistics vest.” 

The vest was purchased by the 
Halifax Kennel Club, which has 
committed to buy at least four 
more of the $2,500 vests. Vinny 
got the armour because he’s the 
newest dog. 

“It’s crucial,” said Brenda

Juslcow, with the Halifax Kennel 
Club. 

“We were shocked when we 
found out these dogs aren’t prop¬ 
erly protected or as protected as 
their human partners.” 

Like many K-9 pairs, the dog is 
a member of the family and Cooke 
said he wants his partner to be as 
safe as possible. Vinny, who joined 
the police force about a year ago, 
has worn the vest for three 
months now. 

“He loves to work. On the way 
to a call he sings the whole time 
until we get to the call,” Cooke 
said. “He’s an enthusiastic part¬ 
ner who loves to get out and help.”

Screening 
not done 
for coach 
facing sex 
charges 



A Dartmouth man facing 
sex charges involving a fe¬ 
male teenager was never 
screened by the high 
school where he served as a 
volleyball coach. 

Joseph Emile (Luc) 
Potvin, 53, was arrested last 
week and is facing six 
charges, including luring a 
child, sexual assault, 
production of child pornog¬ 
raphy and distribution of 
child pornography. 

Police investigated 
Potvin, a volunteer girls’ 
volleyball coach last fall at 
Prince Andrew High School 
and a longtime local youth 
team coach, after they 
received a complaint 
regarding his conduct with 
a 17-year-old girl. 

The Halifax Regional 
School Board requires 
screening checks be done 
on all volunteer coaches, 
but this wasn’t done for 
Potvin, who reportedly had 
a prior conviction, for 
which he has been 
pardoned. 

“The school believed 
that the relevant checks 
were up-to-date given his 
extensive community 
involvement as a coach and 
referee. It was an oversight 
on their part,” school board 
spokesman Doug Hadley 
said in a statement yester¬ 
day. 

“It’s our understanding 
that this coach was always 
under the supervision of a 
teacher while coaching and 
police have given us no rea¬ 
son to believe the charges 
are related to his coaching

Inmate

The man charged with 
aggravated assault of an 
inmate at the Central 
Nova Correctional Facili¬ 
ty in Burnside last week 
is in more legal trouble.

When 
officers approached the 
vehicle, he allegedly 
pulled away at a high 
rate of speed, striking 
one officer on the arm 
and the other on the 
hand.

Privacy concerns over 
voter-information bill 


O Justice Minister Ross Landry argues information will be used to help 
increase voter turnout O Opposition parties disagree 



Nova Scotia’s privacy and 
elections watchdogs say 
they are concerned about 
proposed changes to the 
provincial Elections Act 
that would give political 
parties access to the year of 
birth of each voter and 
whether they cast a ballot. 

A spokeswoman for Dul- 
cie McCallum, the protec¬ 
tion of privacy review 
officer, said the independ¬ 
ent ombudsman has raised 
a red flag about the propos¬ 
al. 

“The review officer has 
raised concerns ... around 
potential privacy issues,” 
Maiy Kennedy said in an in¬ 
terview yesterday. “There 
are concerns about person¬ 
al information — in partic¬ 
ular, the collection, 
retention and distribution 
of birth years and whether 
a person has voted.” 

Before each election, po-

litical parties and candi¬ 
dates are given lists that in¬ 
clude the name of each 
voter and their address.

The 
system is much the same 
across Canada and at the 
federal level. 

On election day, when 
the returning officer checks 
off the names of voters as 
they cast their ballots, party 
representatives are often 
there to do the same. The 
information is used to 
make sure party supporters 


make it to the polls. 

However, the NDP gov¬ 
ernment has introduced 
legislative changes that 
would compel its chief elec¬ 
toral officer to compile that 
information and give it to 


the parties and candidates 
between elections, along 
with the name and year of 
birth of each voter. 

McCulloch said there is 
cause for concern.

Liberals criticize job-creation fund 


The Opposition Liberals are 
calling for the overhaul of a 
disputed government busi¬ 
ness fund after the leak of a 
report from the auditor 
general’s office calling for 
change. 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil said the NDP has 
failed to reform the Indus¬ 
trial Expansion Fund even 


after criticizing it as a slush 
fund when they were in op¬ 
position. 

McNeil said the multi- 
million-dollar fund, which 
hands out money to busi¬ 
nesses to spur job creation, 
lacks oversight and should 
be managed by an arm’s- 
length agency rather than 
politicians. 


“This is nothing more 
than a slush fund for cabi¬ 
net ministers,” he told re¬ 
porters yesterday. 

His comments came a 
day before the auditor gen¬ 
eral is due to officially re¬ 
lease his report on the ftmd. 
But a draft version was 
leaked to a media outlet 
and contained recommen¬ 


dations on how to improve 
the scrutiny of the ftmd. 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
said he wanted to wait to 
comment fully on the re¬ 
port when it’s released to¬ 
day, but added he 
recognizes there are flaws 
with the fund, which he 
has cited before.

O Marksmen keep rooftop watch 
on monarch’s historic Dublin visit 


Sometimes words aren’t 
necessary. 

That was the case yes¬ 
terday when Queen Eliza¬ 
beth, 85, placed a wreath 
in Dublin to honour Irish 
rebels who lost their lives 
fighting for freedom — 
from Britain. 

There were no apolo¬ 
gies, no acknowledgment 
of past wrongdoings — no 
words at all, 

The Queen, resplendent 
in a cloak of emerald 
green, became the first 
British monarch to set foot 
in Dublin for a century. 

Her four-day visit is de¬ 
signed to show that the 
bitter enmity of Ireland’s 
war of independence 90 
years ago has been re¬ 
placed by friendship. 

Helicopters and fixed- 
wing aircraft patrolled the

skies. Marksmen kept 
watch on rooftops. 

Streets were cleared to 
ensure no anti-British ex¬ 
tremist could get close to 
the Queen. 

No civilian aircraft were 
permitted over the city 
centre. 

Overnight, a pipe bomb 
was planted in a bus out¬ 
side Dublin. 

Three hoax devices 
were found in the city.

Frustration mounted yes¬ 
terday for thousands of 
evacuees trying to find out 
if they have homes to re¬ 
turn to after a wildfire re¬ 
duced a large part of their 
town to cinders. 

“You don’t know what 
you have back there any¬ 
more,” said Patty Lewis, 
who was staying at an 
evacuation centre in 
Athabasca, Alta., southeast 
of the burned-out commu¬ 
nity of Slave Lake. 

“You don’t even know 
when you can go home. 
We were told we could go 
home in a couple of days. 
Now we’ve been told two 
weeks, so I don’t know.” 

Resident Laurie North¬ 
east added: “People want 
to know who lost their 
home and who didn’t. Do 
we have something to go 
back to? 

Lewis, Northeast and 
about 7,000 other Slave 
Lake residents were or¬ 
dered out of town Sunday 
when forest fires — 
whipped up by 100 km/h 
winds — swooped in and 
set homes, businesses and 
cars ablaze. 


The flames turned en¬ 
tire neighbourhoods into 
wastelands of burnt con¬ 
crete, black grass and 
twisted metal. 

Officials and police are 
not letting residents back 


into the town because the 
smoke is too heavy, chemi¬ 
cals hang in the air and 
there is no electricity, 
no power or drinking 
water.

Canada on 
alert over 
horse virus 

Officials are watching to 
see if a horse virus 
outbreak at a Utah contest 
spreads beyond western 
states and Canada. 

At least nine horses in 
Idaho, Utah, Colorado, 
California, Washington 
and Canada have been 
infected with contagious 
Equine Herpes Virus-1. 

The disease poses no 
threat to people, but it is 
easily spread among hors¬ 
es, alpacas and llamas be¬ 
cause it can be airborne 
and transmitted by touch 
or by sharing feed, brush¬ 
es, bits and other 
equipment. 

Symptoms include 
fever, sneezing, staggering 
and paralysis.

Myanmar is releasing more 
than 14,600 prisoners un¬ 
der a clemency program 
that includes just a few po¬ 
litical prisoners. General 
Zaw Win, director of the 
prison department, said 
most of the inmates would 
be released yesterday 
Myanmar has been un¬ 
der the sway of the army 
since 1962, and critics say 
its recent transition to a 
civilian government is a 
charade. Authorities have 
long clamped down on dis¬ 
sent, and the United Na¬ 
tions estimates there are 


more than 2,000 political 
detainees nationwide. 

The limited nature of the 
program — which com¬ 
mutes death sentences to 
life in prison and cuts one 
year from other inmates’ 
terms — has drawn criti¬ 
cism from many who had 
expected more generous 
terms, similar to broader 
amnesties that have been 
announced in the past. 

New York-based Human 
Rights Watch denounced 
the clemency program as 
“a pathetic response to in¬ 
ternational calls for the 


immediate release of all 
political prisoners.” 

The National League for 
Democracy — the de facto 
opposition party — said at 
least 22 political prisoners 
were among those freed. 

Detainees who remain 
behind bars include stu¬ 
dent activists, such as Min 
Ko Naing, who are serving 
65-year prison sentences, 
and politicians from ethnic 
minority parties, such as 
Shan leader Hkun Htun Oo, 
who have sentences of 
more than 80 years.

Wang Liangju, a profes¬ 
sor at Nanjing Agricultural 
University, said the chemi¬ 
cal is safe when properly 
applied, but it had been 
used too late in the season.

thin-rind variety. These 
kind are actually 
nicknamed the ‘exploding 
melon’ because they tend 
to split.”

LONDON. An Egyptian 
princess who lived more 
than 3,500 years ago is 
the oldest known 
person to have had 
clogged arteries, 
dispelling the myth 
heart disease is a prod¬ 
uct of modern society, a 
new study says. 

To determine how 
common heart disease 
was in ancient Egypt, 
scientists performed 
computer scans on 52 
mummies in Cairo and 
the United States. 
Among those that still 
had heart tissue, 44 had 
chunks of calcium stuck 
to their arteries — indi¬ 
cating clogging. 

Adel Allam, a cardiol¬ 
ogy professor at A1 
Azhar University in 
Cairo, who led the study 
with Gregory Thomas, 
director of nuclear car¬ 
diology education at the 
University of California 
in Irvine, found the 
Egyptian princess 
Ahmose-Meiyet-Amon, 
who lived in Thebes 
(now Luxor) between 
1540 and 1550 BC, had 
calcium deposits in two 
main coronary arteries, 
making her the oldest 
mummy found with 
heart disease. The 
princess’ father and 
brother were both 
pharaohs.

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Netflix overtakes surfing online

O Popularity could pose risks to the profits of Canadian cable companies 


Move over web surfing. 
Netflix movies now take 
up more of the Internet 
pipes going into North 
American homes. 

A study published yes¬ 
terday by Sandvine Inc. 
shows that Netflix movies 
and TV shows account for 
nearly 30 per cent of traffic 
into homes during peak 
evening hours, compared 
with less than 17 per cent 
for web browsing. 

Only about one-quarter 
of homes with broadband 


subscribe to Netflix, but 
watching movies and TV 
shows online takes up a lot 
of bandwidth compared 
with web surfing, email 
and practically every other 
Internet activity except file 
sharing and videoconfer¬ 
encing. 

As late as last year, both 
web surfing and peer-to- 
peer file sharing — mainly 
the illegal trading of copy¬ 
righted movies — were 
each larger than Netflix’s 
traffic. 


Sandvine makes equip¬ 
ment that helps cable and 
phone companies manage 
their Internet delivery sys¬ 
tems. It collected data 
from unidentified cus¬ 
tomers for the survey. It 
has previously been linked 
to Comcast Corp., the 
largest Internet service 
provider in the U.S. Sand¬ 
vine says its data should be 
representative of overall 
home Internet use. 

The number of Netflix 
customers is growing 


quickly, to 23.6 million 
subscribers in the U.S. and 
Canada as of the end of 
March. The growing use of 
the streaming service is 
good news for the compa¬ 
ny, which is trying to re¬ 
duce what it spends to 
mail DVDs. The rental 
video business in Canada 
totalled about $970 mil¬ 
lion in 2010, down 12 per 
cent from the previous 
year, says Toronto-based 
Convergence Consulting

Canada’s 
housing 
prices rise 

The national average 
home price rose by eight 
per cent last month 
even as housing sales 
fell by 14.7 per cent 
from the year before, ac¬ 
cording to data released 
yesterday. 

Home prices jumped 
to $372,544 compared to 
last April — the third 
consecutive month in 
which the national aver¬ 
age price rose by eight 
per cent from year-ago 
levels, the Canadian Re¬ 
al Estate Association 
said. Meanwhile, the 
number of previously 
occupied homes sold in 


April fell to 17,230 from 
18,745 a year ago. 

The national housing 
has been skewed recent¬ 
ly due to a surge in sales 
of multimillion-dollar 
properties in the 
Greater Vancouver area. 

Demand for those 
properties fell in April 
compared to March, but 
was offset by fewer sales 
of lower-priced proper¬ 
ties. “Changes to mort¬ 
gage regulations that 
took effect in April 2011 
likely sidelined a num¬ 
ber of first-time 
homebuyers,” said Gre¬ 
gory Klump, CREA’s 
chief economist. 

Declines were largest 
in some of Canada’s 
most expensive and ac¬ 
tive markets, including 
Toronto, Vancouver and 
British Columbia’s Fras¬ 
er Valley.

“Obviously, we will fight 
in the courts as far as we 
can,” Wind Mobile chair¬ 
man Anthony Lacavera said 
of the case, which will be 
heard in the Federal Court 
of Appeal in Ottawa.

It’s World War II, it’s win¬ 
ter at a Siberian prison, and 
Mother Nature carries a 
bigger whip than any Stal¬ 
in stooge. That’s the rough 
outline of what Peter Weir 
(The Truman Show) is up 
with The Way Back, the 
Aussie director’s first 
feature in seven years. In 
telling the stoiy of a 6,500- 
lcilometre trek by Soviet 
prison escapees from 
Siberia to India, he’s inter¬ 


ested more in the physical 
exertion than the mental 
or emotional one. Despite a 
strong cast we never really 
get to know any of the slog¬ 
gers. We do, though, feel 
eveiy frozen (and later 
fried) footstep across the 
ice, snow and sand, 
doggedly retracing a route 
from Siberia through the 
Gobi Desert and the 
Himalayas to India. As a di¬ 
rector Weir is definitely old 
school, with no desire 


whatsoever to turn 
isolation into art. He is 
least certain when depict¬ 
ing the interior struggle 
that these men face, 
leaving it to us to infer 
most of it.

P irates of

gests that Johnny Depp is 
“paid more than the nation¬ 
al debt of most countries” 
to play the tipsy freebooter 
Captain Jack Sparrow. Depp 
may be the highest paid 
movie pirate to ever sail the 
seven seas, but he’s not the 
only celluloid sea dog. 

Movie pirates were popu¬ 
lar on the silent screen — 
they swashbuckled as early 
as 1908’s Treasure Island — 
but it wasn’t until Errol Fly¬ 
nn played the title role in 
1935’s Captain Blood that 
pirates became screen sta¬ 
ples. 

“No one can beat Erroll 
Flynn,” says Under The 
Black Flag: The Romance & 
Reality Of Life Among The 
Pirates author David Cord- 
ingley. “He has the edge 
over all the other movie pi¬ 
rates.” Coming close is 
Robert Newton as Long 
John Silver in Treasure Is¬ 
land. 

One of the best live ac¬ 
tion Disney films of the 
1950s, it is the movie that 
originated the Cornish ac¬ 
cent that has become the 
accepted pirate speak in 
dozens of movies to follow. 
For a sample check out the 
voice of The Simpsons’ Cap¬ 




tain McAllister. It’s based on 
Newton’s pirate portrayal. 

Less conventional is Wal¬ 
ter Matthau’s take on Cap¬ 
tain Thomas Bartholomew 
Red in Roman Polanski’s Pi¬ 
rates. The planned followup 
to the director’s massive hit 
Chinatown (it actually took 
12 years to make it to the 
screen) was to have starred 


Jack Nicholson but, like the 
buccaneer he might have 
portrayed in the movie, the 
star was money hungry. Ac¬ 
cording to the director, 
when he asked Nicholson 
exactly how much he want¬ 
ed, the actor simply said, “I 
want more.”

You dine by the light of an 
outdoor fire, sleep in a 
yurt and wake up for a sa¬ 
fari to see antelope, ze¬ 
bras, rhinos, giraffes and 
camels. 

When your adventure 
ends, you return to your 
car for the short trip back 
to the world outside — in 
Ohio. 

It’s all part of an experi¬ 
ence offered at the Wilds, a 
sprawling wildlife conser¬ 
vation centre on nearly 
4,000 hectares, or about 
two-thirds the size of Man¬ 
hattan, about 130 kilome¬ 
tres east of Columbus. 

Two years ago, the Wilds 
opened Nomad Ridge, an 
encampment of yurts — 
circular tents, perched on 
stilts anchored into the 
side of a wooded ridge. 

The Wilds’ nine “wood¬ 
land yurts” are available 
May through October. The 
larger “grand yurt” with 
heat and air conditioning 


is available year-round. 

An overnight stay is 
packaged with dinner the 
night of arrival and break¬ 
fast the following morning 
created by a professional 
chef featuring Ohio game, 
produce and wines — plus 
a guided safari around the 
grounds to see a wide array 


of animals from either an 
enclosed bus (the Wilds 
prefers the term “trans¬ 
port”) or an open-air vehi¬ 
cle. The experience is 
limited to adults 21 or old¬ 
er. 

The free-roaming exotic 
animals are observed over 
the course of a couple of 


hours. 

The Wilds is a partner 
with the Columbus Zoo, 
and conservation of endan¬ 
gered species is part of its 
mission. Its animals in¬ 
clude onagers, endangered 
horse-lilce animals native 
to Iran and other Middle 
Eastern and Asian coun¬ 


tries. Two onagers were 
born at the Wilds last sum¬ 
mer. 

“I felt as if I had trav¬ 
elled a long way and was 
transported to another 
place even though it was 
only 2 1/2 hours from my 
home on the outskirts of 
Circleville, Ohio,” said Car¬ 
olyn Seitz, a former 
teacher who enjoyed a yurt 
stay and safari last year 
with her husband, to cele¬ 
brate his birthday. 

Seitz’s reaction is com¬ 
mon, said former execu¬ 
tive director Evan Blumer. 

“We’re not fooling our¬ 
selves, you’re not in Africa, 
you’re not in Asia, but it’s 
sure a heck of a lot easier, a 
whole lot faster and 
doesn’t require a whole 
bunch of vaccinations,” he 
said, adding that the expe¬ 
rience is an amazing es¬ 
cape without having to go 
too far from home.

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A light approach to seafood 


O Eric Ripert of New York City’s famed Le Bernardin restaurant creates a 
salad of green papaya with shrimp and calamari that’s perfect for spring 


For Eric Ripert, a salad can 
be an anything goes expe¬ 
rience — as long as it’s 
small. 

“A salad, for me, is part 
of a meal. I love plain 
green salads. Anything 
goes — arugula, bibb, 
Boston, watercress, 

mache,” says Ripert, chef 
and owner of the three 
Michelin star Le Bernardin 
restaurant in New York. 

Salads even can open 
the eyes of a young boy. 
“Salad nicoise made with 
canned tuna in olive oil ... 
reminds me of my child¬ 
hood in Nice,” he says. 

Ripert offers this salad 
recipe he created while vis¬ 
iting Vietnam. It blends 
crunchy, tart green papaya 
with shrimp and calamari, 
then dresses everything 


with fresh mint and 
cilantro and a splash of 
lime juice and pungent 
fish sauce. 

Preparation: 

I ln a bowl, whisk lime 
juice, sugar, fish sauce 
and olive oil. Add green 
papaya, carrot, scallions, 
jalapeno, mint and 
cilantro; toss to coat 
evenly. Season to taste 
with salt and pepper. Let 
salad sit and marinate 
for at least 5 minutes. 

2 In non-stick skillet over 
medium-high, heat 30 
ml (2 tbsp) of the canola 
oil.

Jesse Lumsden decided one 
foot in bobsled and the oth¬ 
er in the Canadian Football 
League won’t allow him to 
step onto the podium at the 
2014 Winter Olympics. 

The 28-year-old Canadian 
running back confirmed 
yesterday he had closed the 
door on his football career 
to concentrate on moving 
from the back of the bob¬ 
sled to the front. 

Once considered Cana¬ 
da’s best running back 
when healthy, Lumsden 
wants to become the coun¬ 
try’s top bobsled pilot and 
win a gold medal in 2014. 

He was a bralceman for 
Pierre Lueders at the 2010 
Winter Games, finishing 
fifth in the two-man event 
and seventh in the four- 
man race. 

“I realized how technical 
the sport is, how precise it 
is and how good you have 
to be to be fast,” Lumsden 
said during a news confer¬ 
ence at Canada Olympic 
Park in Calgary. “That’s the 
goal. It’s not to get down 
the hill anymore. It’s to be 
fast. 

“When I realized that, I 
realized I had to put my 
heart and soul into the en¬ 
deavour. I don’t want to just 
place and just get by. For 
me to be No. 1 in the world, 
it’s going to require my full 
attention.” 

The six-foot-three, 228- 
pound Edmonton native 
won the 2004 Hec Crighton 
Trophy with McMaster as 
the top player in Canadian 
university football. He was 
drafted by the Hamilton 
Tiger-Cats. 

But his pro career was 
star-crossed with injuries. 

Lumsden had 1,842 rush¬ 
ing yards — most of them 
in four seasons with Hamil¬ 
ton — and 10 touchdowns 
during his CFL career.

O Twins legend was battling esophageal cancer 


Harmon Killebrew, the affa¬ 
ble, big-swinging Hall of 
Famer whose tape-measure 
home runs made him the 
cornerstone of the Min¬ 
nesota Twins and perhaps 
the most popular player in 
the team’s 51-year history, 
died yesterday after battling 
esophageal cancer. He was 
74. 

The Twins said Killebrew 
passed away peacefully at 
his home in Scottsdale, 
Ariz., with his wife, Nita, 
and their family at his side. 
He announced his diagnosis 
just six months ago, and 
last week Killebrew said he 
was settling in for the final 
days of his life after doctors 
deemed the “awful disease” 
incurable. 

Killebrew is 11th on 
baseball’s all-time home 
run list after an exceptional 
22-year career. His eight

seasons with 40 or more 
homers still is tied for sec¬

There’s something rather 
odd going on at Hyundai 
these days. It’s name is 
Veloster and it has three dif¬ 
ferent-sized passenger 
doors. 

Yes, the 2012 Veloster is 
an oddity. 

The lack of portal sym- 
metiy certainly sets it apart 
from virtually anything else 
on the road, which is exact¬ 
ly what Hyundai’s design¬ 
ers have been striving for 
lately. 

When you consider how 
dramatically different the 
latest Sonata and Elantra 
sedans appear from their 
respective mainstream 
peers, it was almost a for¬ 
gone conclusion that shred¬ 
ding the styling envelope 
would continue. 

The Veloster, available 
late this summer, is the 
slow-to-arrive replacement 


for the Tiburon sport coupe 
that was phased out follow¬ 
ing the 2008 model year. 

Hyundai always planned 
to replace its entiy-level 
“shark” (that’s what 
Tiburon means in Spanish), 
but it first focused on 
launching the upstart Gene¬ 
sis coupe that runs in the 
same rear-wheel-drive class 
as the Ford Mustang, Chevy 
Camaro and Dodge Chal¬ 
lenger, but without the V8 
option, of course. 

By comparison, the 
front-wheel-drive Veloster 
plays in a different sandbox 
where affordability and fuel 
economy are as important 
as eye-catching styling. 

In all three areas, the 
Veloster could become a se¬ 
rious categoiy crusher. 

The Veloster will likely 
become another game¬ 
changing model for 
Hyundai. Count this as yet 
another groundbreaking 
design in the company’s re¬ 
cent automotive arsenal.

Common Issues

they’ve ever experienced 
such problems and 
whether or not they’ve 
been rectified. 

Some owners say the 
stalling issue is more preva¬ 
lent in cold or damp weath¬ 
er and at low speeds. 

Having the Avenger or 
Sebring inspected by a 
Chiysler mechanic ahead 
of your purchase, and hav¬ 
ing the engine computer 
scanned for possible stored 
trouble codes, is advised. 

The Verdict 

Relatively low resale values 


and decent overall value 
make the Avenger and Se¬ 
bring worthy contenders 
for shoppers after a newer, 
affordable used car. Prob¬ 
lems seem mainly electron¬ 
ic in nature. Opt for as new 
a model as possible, and any 
extended warranty cover¬ 
age that may be available to 
cover potentially pricey 
electronic issues down the 
line. 

A healthy used model 
should prove a reasonably 
reliable, comfortable and 
stylish way to get around.

There’s an old saying in 
horse racing, “Weight will 
stop a freight train.” 

It refers to the fact that, 
in certain races, faster hors¬ 
es will have weights put in 


their saddles to even out 
the field. 

Similarly, weight is an is¬ 
sue in cars, where more fu¬ 
el is needed to move 
around any excess flab. 

Making components 
lighter is now a priority 
with automakers, including 
Ford, which will be using 
its MuCell technology in 
the future to reduce the 
weight of certain plastic 
parts. 


These don’t look any dif¬ 
ferent from solid plastic 
parts on the outside, but if 
you were to cut one in half, 
you’d see that the plastic is 
filled with millions of tiny 
bubbles, just like an Aero 
chocolate bar. 

The technology was ini¬ 
tially developed by the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Institute of 
Technology in the late 
1980s, but Ford says it has 
not yet been used in the au¬ 


tomotive industiy. 

“Basically what we do is 
take a gas such as nitrogen, 
and we mix it with the 
molten plastic when we’re 
ready to injection-mould,” 
says Ellen Lee, a technical 
expert in plastics research 
at Ford. 

“When you mould the 
part and it solidifies, it has 
millions of uniform bub¬ 
bles, so that we can reduce 
the amount of material we 


use and reduce the weight.” 

MuCell can only be used 
in thermal plastic, the type 
that is melted and then 
formed by injection mould¬ 
ing or extrusion. 

This type of plastic al¬ 
ways shrinks when it hard¬ 
ens, but Lee says that the 
MuCell product shrinks 
more uniformly, fills the 
mould quickly and evenly, 
and requires less time to 
produce parts.

t first blush it 
doesn’t seem 
like the two 
enterprises 
have much in 
common.

But according to Honda, 
the thing that binds cars 
and trucks, motorcycles, 
the new Hondajet, and hu¬ 
manoid robots all together 
is that they all contribute 
to human “mobility.” 

ASIMO is designed to be 
a helper to people who 
have limited mobility, 
such as those confined to 
wheelchairs and beds. 

I know what you’re 
thinking — can ASIMO 
help me if I’m just lazy? I 
don’t see why not. Like, 
how’s it going to know? 

I had a chance to see 
ASIMO last week, at its vis¬ 
it to the Ontario Science 
Centre in Toronto, where 
it performed to an appre¬ 
ciative audience of young 
students. 

Or maybe the students 
were just happy to get the 
day off from school. 

Either way, they ap¬ 
plauded and cheered when 
ASIMO responded to ques¬ 
tions from his handler, 
kicked a soccer ball, stood 
on one leg, walked up and 
down a flight of steps and 
ran across the stage. 

Veiy impressive indeed. 

After the “perfor¬ 
mance,” ASIMO was joined 
on stage by Eric Wedin, 
project leader of the ASI¬ 


MO team, to take some 
questions from the stu¬ 
dents, and one of the first 
questions went right to the 
heart of the matter: “How 
much money has Honda 
spent on ASIMO?” 

“ASIMO is a priceless 
piece of R&D technology,” 
was Wedin’s practiced re- 

piy- 

Other questions were, 
in turn, insightful and 
slightly off the wall. I pre¬ 
ferred those in the latter 
group, like ... “Can ASIMO 
swim?”... “ Can ASIMO 
travel on rough ground?” 
... “Could you put a jet- 
paclc on ASIMO?” 

The subtext of this line 
of questioning seemed, to 
me at least, that the 
youngsters had no press¬ 
ing need for ASIMO’s help 
around the kitchen, but 
would love to pal around 
with a mini Ironman that 
would give you some ‘cred 
around the neighbour¬ 
hood. 

Why make a robot if it 
can’t shoot lasers? 


Later, I asked Wedin to 
expound on the decision 
to make ASIMO so cute. 

He said cuteness and a 
small scale (just over four 
feet) were definite design 
criteria, considering its 
“people helper” role. 

At that height it can re¬ 
late better at eye-level to 
immobilized individuals. 
Makes sense... Who wants 
a seven-foot robot bringing 
you some porridge? 

Robots don’t have to be 
humanoid. In fact, they 
might be more useful and 
capable if they took on 
some other form. 

According to Wedin, 
ASIMO is humanoid be¬ 
cause of the comfort factor 
and because it needs to op¬ 
erate in environments that 
have been optimized for 
humanoids — like homes, 
schools and hospitals. 

The human form obvi¬ 
ously works too, so it’s not 
the worst one to research 
— even if your business 
model is currently based 
on wheeled devices.

T hree words — every 
gram counts — 
frame the engineer¬ 
ing mindset at Audi 
these days as it delves into 
the science of lightweight 
construction and its ef¬ 
fects on vehicle safety, per¬ 
formance, efficiency and 
emissions. 

But simple words don’t 
always translate into easy 
action. 

Achieving lightness has 
become incredibly com¬ 
plex business. 

In addition to reducing 
the weight of individual 
components and systems, 
carbon-fibre-reinforced 
plastics (CFRPs) are joining 
aluminum and ultra-high- 
strength steels to make ve¬ 
hicle bodies that are not 
just lighter, but almost in¬ 
destructible. 

CFRPs and exotic resins 
are layered, molded, 
pressed, formed and 
baked in giant ovens into 
components that are 
stronger than steel but 
weigh almost half as 
much. 

The new plastics do not 
lend themselves easily to

mass production and 
working with carbon fibre 
has traditionally been 
both time — and labour- 
intensive. 

But Audi says it has 
made breakthroughs in 
dealing with the new-age 
plastics. 

A lighter body is the 
starting point for weight 
reductions on other parts 
of the car as engineers 
work to shave “every pos¬ 
sible gram” (without com¬ 
promising durability or 
function) from the drive- 
train, suspension, passen¬ 
ger compartment, 

electrical system and the 
electronics. 

Lightweight construc¬ 
tion is a “strategic” policy 
that Audi’s competitors 
are only now beginning to 
adopt, said Aliois Feld- 
schmid, head of total vehi¬ 


cle development. 

“A lighter car acceler¬ 
ates, brakes and corners 
better and has sustainable 
economic and ecological 
results.” 

In an industry where 
the rule has been that ve¬ 
hicles get bigger and heav¬ 
ier over time, Audi is 


attempting “reversing the 
weight spiral.” 

The company has devel¬ 
oped “competence” over 
the past 30 years in the 
use of combined materi¬ 
als, said Feldschmid. 

It has incorporated car¬ 
bon fibre into its cars 
since first using it for body 


parts on the original 1980 
Audi Quattro. 

Different materials with 
different strengths require 
new technologies to join 
them, not only in metal- 
on-metal applications, but 
also metal-on-plastic, said 
Dr. Klaus Koglin, head of 
technical development.

For some Canadians, clean¬ 
ing the car is a chore. For 
others, though, it’s a pas¬ 
sion they describe as auto 
detailing. 

Regardless of what you 
call it, there is no doubt of 
the value of a good clean¬ 
ing, according to Korey 
Kennedy of the Canadian 


Automobile Association. 
“At this time of year, a 
thorough exterior wash 
will get rid of the salt, grit 
and grime that contributes 
to premature corrosion,” 
he says. “Regular cleaning 
and maintenance helps 
cars last longer and in¬ 
creases their resale value.” 

Interior 

A thorough cleaning be- 




A few tips: 


► Never wash a hot car. Ex¬ 
cess heat will cause the 
wash and rinse water to 
evaporate too quickly and 
cause spotting. 

► Use a specially formulated 
detergent. Dish soap can 
strip off a car's finish. 

► Rinse, rinse, rinse. Wet 
the entire surface with a 


medium spray of water to 
remove loose grit and sur¬ 
face dirt. High-pressure 
hoses can chip off bits of 
paint around scratches 
and dents. 

► Use a wash mitt that 
cleans easily. Use a brush 
or a different mitt below 
the bottom of car doors, 
and dry with a synthetic 
chamois cloth. 


gins with the removal of 
all floor mats and other 
materials from the interior 
of the car. Floor mats can 
be vacuumed and washed 
outside or in a laundry tub. 

The next step is a care¬ 
ful vacuuming of the en¬ 
tire interior. Professionals 
such as Tom Chiasson of 
Auto Detail Depot in Hali¬ 
fax use an assortment of 
attachments for those 
hard-to-reach areas, such 
as between the seats and 
into the steering column 
and gear shift. 

In most cars, the dash¬ 
board and door panels are 
made from some combina¬ 
tion of leather, vinyl, plas¬ 
tic and rubber. The 
ultraviolet rays of the sun 
can degrade all of these 
materials, making them 
fade and weaken. Using 
the wrong type of cleaning 


solution can cause further 
damage. There are many 
cleaning products on the 
market that also provide 
UV protection. 

Exterior 

There are three main 
steps: clean, polish and 
protect. After you wash 


the car, run your hand 
over the finish. If it feels 
bumpy and uneven, it’s 
usually due to small parti¬ 
cles of dust and dried tar 
and sap. Properly applied, 
a clay bar will remove 
these particles. 

Then it’s time to polish 
and protect. Polishing re¬ 


moves a tiny layer of the 
clearcoat (or wax) from 
the finish and will elimi¬ 
nate fine scratches and 
swirls. Protecting involves 
the application of wax (or 
clear coat) to prevent par¬ 
ticles from sticking to the 
surface. A good wax will 
last for several months.

Time for a 
tune-up 



There’s one spring ritual 
that every car owner 
should perform — even if 
it looks a little weird to the 
neighbours, says Ken Pick¬ 
les, a service manager with 
Midas in Halifax. “Go to all 
four corners of your vehi¬ 
cle, put all your weight on 
it and give it a good 
bounce,” he says. “If you 
hear any strange noises or 
rattles it could mean a 
problem with shock ab¬ 
sorbers or linkage.” 


Checklist 


P Fuel filter: Should be 
cleaned or replaced on a 
regular basis. 

P Air filter: Your mechanic 
will generally replace this 
at every tune-up. 

P Belts: Always check your 
car's belts for cracks or 
wear and replace if they 
| look worn out. 

P Oil and fluids: While oil is 
the only fluid in your car's 
system that needs regular 
changing, you should 
always make sure other 
fluid levels (including 
transmission, brake and 
steering fluid) are correct. 


According to the Cana¬ 
dian Automobile Associa¬ 
tion, the average driver in 
North America spends 
$7,000 in vehicle-related 
expenses for every 28,000 
kilometres of driving. Even 
the most mechanically il¬ 
literate among us can re¬ 
duce those maintenance 
costs to a minimum by tak¬ 
ing care of small problems 
before they become large. 

A regular oil change is 
still the best way to keep a 
car running smoothly, but 
don’t get carried away, 
says Paul Davidson at Won¬ 
der Auto in Bayers Lake. 
“The rule used to be that 
you change your oil every 
5,000 kilometres. With 
cars today it’s more like 
8,000.” Also, spark plugs 
are more of a non-issue 
these days. “Unless you’re 
having some kind of a 
problem with perform¬ 
ance, they should be good 
for 100,000 kilometres.” 

The battery and oxygen 
sensor (which controls the 
mixture of oxygen and gas 
in a fuel injection system) 
should also be replaced at 
around 100,000 kilome¬ 
tres. If your car has a tim¬ 
ing belt, check your 
manual to see when that 
needs to be replaced.
